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D.A.R.E. surveys 
show drop in 
substance abuse

Crawford County Sheriff's 
Deputy Randy Herman, resource 
officer at Grayling Middle 
School, told the Crawford 
AuSable Schoo! board the focus 
of D.A.R.E. (Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education) has 
changed over the last few years. 

Herman said D.A.R.E, used to 
focus on “no” - “no drugs, no 
alcohol, no tobacco;” however, 
the focus is now to delay and 
stop the use of substances. 

The elementary school pro- 
gram, administered by Deputy 
Bill Bonkowski, deals with deci- 
sion making, peer pressure, 
media influences, self-esteem 
and awareness of alcohol, tobac- 
co and other drugs (ATOD). 

The middle school program 
focuses on “taking charge of 
your life” and learning that every 
action has consequences. It also 


educates the students about brain — 


function, media influences, 
stereotypes, assertiveness, and 
social and legal responsibilities. 

The high school program, run 
by Deputy Paul Smith, talks 
about the sources of pressure, 
ATOD facts, laws, drunk dri- 
ving, violence prevention, and 
conflict resolution. 

Herman presented the results 
of a survey taken last fall by 8th, 
{Oth and 12th grade students in 
the district. He compared the 
results to a survey taken in 1997, 

The 2003 survey showed 


fewer seniors began using alco- 
hol between 6th and 8th grade. 
The rate has dropped below the 
national average for the first time 
in the four surveys performed at 
the school. From 1997, when 
34.7% of seniors said they start- 
ed drinking while in middle 
school, that trend is down to 
26.6%. 

In response to a question ask- 
ing if they had used marijuana in 
the last 30 days, in 1997, 56.3% 
of the seniors said “yes;” in 
2003, 25.9% said “yes.” In 
1997, 24.3% of sophomores 
answered “yes” to the marijuana 
use question; in 2003, 34.6% 
said “yes.” While in 1997, 
22.3% of 8th graders said yes” 
and in 2003, 14.6% said “yes.” 

When asked whether they had 
used alcohol in the past 30 days, 
31.4% of 8th graders said ‘“‘yes,” 
53.1% of sophomores said “yes” 
and 46.7% of seniors said “yes.” 

When asked whether they had 
used inhalants in the past 30 
days, 12.2% of 8th graders said 
“yes,” 12.5% of sophomores said 
“yes” and 1.7% of seniors said 
“yes.” 

A study of index crimes (mur- 
der, rape, robbery, aggravated 
assault, burglary, arson, motor 
vehicle theft and larceny) com- 
mitted by those !8 years old and 
under shows a decrease in 
Crawford County from 48.3% in 
1997 to 43.5% in 2002.

Murder suspect Michael 
Patrick Bergan appeared in 87th 
District Court late last week with 
a new court-appointed attorney 
and before a new judge. 

Bergan, age 42 of Grayling, 
was arraigned January 13 on one 
charge each of open murder and 
use of a firearm during the com- 
mission of a felony in connection 
with the May 29, 2001 shooting 
death of 21-year old Shane Pichl, 
also of Grayling. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield said investigators feel 
confident there is enough evi-

dence to convict Bergan on the 
charges but said he could not 
give details in that regard. 

No murder weapon was found 
or placed into evidence by the 
prosecution in the trial of a 
Beaver Creek Township resident 
in May 2002. Randee Craig 
Johnson was found not guilty by 
a jury at that time, though wit- 
nesses said Johnson bragged of 
shooting Piehl twice in the head. 
Johnson later told investigators 
he was just kidding. 

Testimony in that trial revealed

Bergan and Johnson and had

On February 6, before 
the Hon. Lynn Buday, Bergan 
waived his right to a preliminary 
examination within 14 days of 
his arraignment. 

Preliminary hearings are held 
to determine if the prosecution or 
state has enough evidence to bind 
a defendant over for trial in cir- 
cuit court. 

Judge Buday has scheduled 
Bergan’s preliminary examina- 
tion for April 15.

We hear a lot about tropical 
forests, but what can you tell me 
about the stale of our own forests 
here in North America? 

The news is good, North American 
forests cover about the same area of 
land as they did 100 years ago. Over 
the past decade our forests have 
expanded by nearly 10 million acres, 
according to satellite oe ond 


Agriculture 
Organization 
(State of the 
World’s Forests, 
1997 and 2001). 
There are two 
main ene for this. One is that 
advances in agriculture have enabled 
us to grow about five times as much 
food on each acre of farmland. As a 
result, we've been able to feed a 
growing population without convert- 
ing any more forest into farms. 
Another reason, surprisingly 
enough, is that North Americans use 
a lot of wood, We've been led to 
believe that this is bad, that each time 
we buy a piece of wood we cause a 
little more forest to be lost. On the 
contrary, every purchase of wood 
sends a signal into the marketplace to 
plant more trees and grow more valu- 
able product. If we don’t continue to 
use wood for building houses, mak- 
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ing paper or crafting furniture, there 
will be littke incentive to keep land 
forested. It could just as easily be 
cleared for development or to grow 
something else. 

This is a win for both the environ- 
Ment and the economy. The land 
stays forested, thus providing habitat 
for hundreds of species of wildlife. 
Timber creates job, fuels economies 
and generates hundreds of millions of 
dollars in tax revenues. So Jong as we 
plant enough {rees to satisfy the 
demand for wood, North American 
forests will be sustainable. 

Between them, Canada and the 
United States have about 1.75 billion 
acres of forest. About one billion 
acres are used to grow timber while 
the other 750 imitlion acres are com- 
posed of parks, wildemess and non- 
commercial forest land. 

Trees are the most abundant of the 
world’s renewable resources and will 
continue to grow over much of the 
earth’s surface indefinitely, I believe 
that a sensible environmentalist 
would weigh the facts and choose 
both to grow more trees and use more 
wood.

Assaults in the county com- 
mitted by those 18 years old and 
under fell from 15.2% in 1997 to 
12.8% in 2002. 

Aggravated assaults in the 
county committed by those in 
the same age group plummeted 
from 40% in 1997 to 10% in 
2002. 

In contrast, index crimes, 
assaults, and aggravated assaults 
committed by those 18 and 
under all increased in the state, 
as a whole, from 1997 to 2002. 

The survey indicated: 


* College-bound — students 


report lower use in all categories, 

* Students are not feeling sig- 
nificant peer pressure to use or 
try ATOD. 

* Students feel the availability 
of ATOD is high. 

* Very low percentage of 
drinking and driving incidents 
reported as either the driver or 
passenger.

Dog license fees double March 1

Just a reminder to dog owners 
in Crawford County — license 
fees will double on March 1. 

In September 2003, the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners dropped cats and 
ferrets from its animal ordi- 
nance, therefore those types of 
animals no longer require licens- 
ing. However, owners of cats 
and ferrets are still encouraged 
to vaccinate their pets and make 
an annual visit to a veterinarian 
for a check up. 

Prior to March 1, dog license 
fees are $10 for male or female 
dogs, but only $6 if the dog has 


. been spayed or neutered. On 


Match 1, those fees double to 
$20 and $12, respectively.

To be eligible for the lower 
dog license fee, owners must 
provide proof of spaying or neu- 
tering (usually a certificate or 
receipt from the veterinarian 
who performed the surgery) and 
a valid rabies vaccination certifi- 
cate.

Alexander said there may be a 
connection between these two 
break-ins and one in Kalkaska. 
County. The Church of the 
Nazarene was broken into 
recently in the same manner and 
Michigan State Police at the 
Kalkaska Post are investigating. 

Pastors at all churches told 
investigators there is no money 
kept on site at night and they can 
not understand why anyone 
would break into’ a church, 
Alexander said. 

Anyone with information 
regarding any or all of these 
recent break-ins are urged to 
contact the appropriate unit of 
law enforcement.

The Grayling Promotional 
Association’s (GPA) Community 
Cultural Events Program’s Travel 
and Adventure Series will present 
“Atong the New River,’ a travel- 
ogue hosted by Ken Creed, on 
Thursday, February 19.

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State House passes 
anti-trash package 


LANSING - The House over- 
whelmingly approved a package 
of bills on February 5 that would 
significantly curb the flow of 
Canadian and out-of-state waste 
into Michigan, including House 
Bills 4098 and 4099, 

State Rep. Matt Gillard (D- 
Alpena) characterized the House 
action as a tremendous victory 
for Michigan citizens and a major 
blow to the waste industry and 
their powerful friends in Lansing. 

“The people of Michigan have 
waited a long time for us to stand 
up for them and against those 
who profit from trashing our 
beautiful state,” Gillard said. 
“While this is a huge win, our 
fight is far from over. We won’t 
stop fighting until these bills 
reach the Governor’s desk and are 
signed into law.” 

Gillard, who co-sponsored HB 
4098 and HB 4099, said the peo- 
ple of Michigan are not intimidat- 
ed by the waste industry threats 
of a lawsuit. 

“If their lawyers want to chal- 
lenge these bills, I say we will see 
you in court,” said Gillard. “The 
bottom line is that these bills 
were carefully drafted to hold up 
to any legal challenge, and the 
people of Michigan are prepared 
to fight this battle as far and as 
long as it takes.”

The package of bills include: 

HB 4098, which would allow

“Nobody should have to live in 
a community where more than 
100 roaring 35-ton Canadian 
garbage trucks rumble over 
neighborhood streets every day. 
I'in extremely pleased by today’s 
(February 5) vote. The fight isn’t 
over, and we won't stop until the 
trash trucks do.”

WHAT CAUSES MOST FOOT PROBLEMS 


Most foot problems can be traced to 
overuse, improper footwear, or mus:

The meet, the Newaygo High 
School Invitational held January 
31, was sanctioned by the 
Michigan High School 
Powerlifting Association 
(MHSPLA). The MHSPLA is

USAPL is the leading power- 
lifting organization in the US.

International Powerlifting 
Federation — the governing body 
of powerlifting internationally. 
USAPL sanctions — meets 
throughout Michigan. National 
Championships in all age groups 
and top competitors are selected 
by USAPL to compete in seven 
world championships plus the 
World Games. USAPL promotes 
and enforces drug-free powerlift- 
ing. Ten percent of competitors 
at USAPL meets are randomly 
drug tested at the conclusion of 
the competitions. 

Powerlifting is comprised of 
three lifts: the squat, bench press, 
and deadlift. Athletes are catego- 
rized by sex, age, and body 
weight, Each competitor is 
allowed three attempts at each 
lift and the best lift in each event 
is added to the lifter’s total.
